so serious that it is necessary to find 
substitutes to replace the bare fal- 
low. 

The first. requisite of a summer- 
fallow substitute is that it produce 
‘the same result in preparing the land 
for grain crops that the fallow does 
‘without. all its disadvantages. Inter- 
tilled crops have a great many of the 
advantages of the fallow in the 
preparation of the ground for crop, 
and, while they do not entirely elim- 
inate its disadvantages, yet do so to 
a.large extent. 

The number of crops which may be 

considered intertilled crops-has been 
considerably increased by the plan 
of, sowing small grains and similar 
crops in double or triple row groups 
with wide spacing between the groups 
of rows. — 
- Corn is one of the intertilled crops 
which’ has proven its value as a sum- 
merfallow substitute. It can be suc- 
cessfully grown ‘over a considerable 
‘area of the ‘West, ‘and experiments 
carried on over a number of years 
have proved ‘conclusively that, in 
‘districts of fair rainfall, wheat will 
yield fully as well, if not better, after 
corn than after bare fallow. Corn 
also possesses the adde1 advantage 
that it makes excellent growth on 
stubble land, particularly if the land 
has been fall ploughed previous to 
planting the corn. 

Potatoes, also, have proven good 
summerfallow substitutés, though 
the yield of. wheat after them is 
hardly as good as after corn. 

Less experimental work has been 
done with the other crops as yet, but 
some of them at least show decided 
promise. 

Sunflowers will give a larger yield 
of fodder than corn under the same 
conditions, but the results of experi- 
ments so far as they have gone 
would indicate that the moisture re- 
quirements of this crop are so great 
as to tend to lessen the yield of the 
following grain crop. 

Roots are not so satisfactory on 
account of the large amount of labor 
required to handle them and also be- 
cause they do not yield heavily on 
stubble ground. 

Very little data is at présent avail- 
able on the growing of  intertilled 
crops of wheat, oats and barley in 
two and three row groups and also 
millet and similar crops. It has, 
unquestionably, been astablished that 
they.will yield sufficiently well to 
pay, but data on their effect on the 
following crop of grain is not avail- 
able yet but should be before 
with the amount of exper!mental work 
being done in this connection. They, 
undoubtedly, show decided promise, 
and are worthy of extensive trial.

: COMMUNITY WEEK 


The proposal to hold a Community 
Week in Red Deer is worthy -of far 
more than passing comment. AS 
far'as we are aware, the idea is some- 
what unique, but that does not rob it 
of any of its merit. 

The third week in July, the time of 
Red Deer’s big Agricultural Fair, is 
the week when more’people visit Red 
Deer than at any other time of the 


year. (It is the: logical - time for Red 
Deer to assume Hie role of host to its 
visitors. 

A few flags, some ‘punting and other 
accepted, modes of community decor- 
ation, freely exhibited, will help to 
make the visitor feel at home as soon 
as he arrives. It will do us all good 
to show some signs of life in this 
simple way, one of the examples of 
other towns that should be followed. 

‘Visitors to our city enthuse over 
its beauty and its scenic setting. But 
there is something lacking. The 
town is alright, the district is alright, 
but the mental attitude of the people 
leaves. something to be desired. The 
community: spirit is lacking. 

Of course, the taxes are heavy, but 
they are not worse than in other 
places, and they will not get any 
lighter merely because people spend 
their precious waking hours grousing 
about them instead of spending their 
best efforts to develop the community 
spirit so that people will want to live 
here. iA town is a poor place without 
folks, and most people do not care to 
live.in a cemetery until they have to, 
even if it is beautifully situatéd. 

There is no valid reason why Red 
Deer should not make a name for it- 
self as the most advanced town in 
the west in community enterprise— 
the best place to live in because it 
makes people feel at home. 

We have been shocked to find how 
little some people really understand 
about the first principles of commun- 
ity service. 
tensely practical address on commun- 
ity interests by one of the Chautau- 
qua lecturers, one of our _ citizens 
passed the remark that he didn’t 
care much for that man, hé talked 
too* much like the Salvation Army. 
Our citizen could not credit the idea 
of:anybody doing anything for the 
public weal unless he was going to 
get something out of it. That is the 
spirit of the men who block the 
wheels of human progress, and retard 
the. development ot humanity on a 
higher plane than the beasts of prey 
enjoy. 

If’ Community Week can help to 
break down the artificial walls of 
caste and snobbery, by all means let 
us‘*have it. Confound the man who 
would choke it at its birth. .j 

Say, neighbor, if this town isn’t 
good enough ‘for you to boost for, if 
you cannot see anything in it but 
faults and rogues, why don’t you 
- move on? It isn’t far to Blackfalds, 
for instance.: In fact, one could : al-

Farmers in the Portage district, 
where crops are reported to have 
heen literally cut down by hail, were 
registering claims ‘late yesterday with 
insurance companies with which they 
had taken out policies, and it is be- 
lieved the majority affected had , pro- 
fected themselves against’ the ele- 
ments. But city property owners 
will in most“cases have to bear the 
loss themselves, as it is not a general 
practice to take advantage of “tor- 
nado” risks, according to local com- 
panies. The ordinary fire insurznce 
policy mentions that it does-not pro- 
tect the property owner in. case of 
damage caused through, acts of God.. 


LOSS TWO MILLIONS 


Portage La Prairie, June 24 —With 
one infant girl crushed to death un- 
der the family roof, and her, mother 
severely injured, with many  build- 
ings wrecked and trees uprooted and 
Jittering the’ streets.of ‘the city, 
Portage la Prairie, last night began 
the task of counting the loss from 
the wind storm which swept through 
the Portage Plains district shortly af- 
ter 2 o’clock Friday. morning, leaving 
desolation in its wake. ‘It :is certain 
so far that the loss’ will aggregate in 
the neighborhood of two million dol- 
lars in the city and surrounding dis- 
trict. 

The greatest force of the tempest 
raged during the first ‘20 minutes. 
During the succeeding two hours, 
the wind continued with the velocity 
of a gale, but did not augment. the 
damage caused during the first few 
minutes. 


LARGE HAIL STONES 


During the storm large hail stones’ 
were driven against the walls and 
roofs of the buildings with the force 
of axe blows; windows were crashed 
in, and the hand of Uestruction 
seemed suddenly to reach forth in 
the: whirl of ‘the storm, snappliig 
telephone poles and trees and play- 
ing havoc in every direction. The 
wind, travelling in circles, could ' not 
be withstood wherever it- exerted its 
full fury. ‘ 

The Forsythe grain ‘ejevator, a 
shoft distance north of town, . was 
either struck by lightning or blown 
up by internal combustion, and broke 
we flames. The fire which, despite 
he rain, mounted high -above ~ the 
building, cast a lurid reflection. into 
the sullen mass of clouds. and-lent--a- 
more terrifying aspect to the indes- 
cribable chaos which was raging. « 

Shortly: after the storm subsided, 
a second fire broke out in the Pre- 
mier Grain Milling Co., one of the 
largest concerns in the city, and 
razed it to a smouldering mass ‘of 
torn and twisted wreckage. It ‘is! 
estimated 30,000 bushels of grain 
were destroyed in the building. The 
total damage approximated $125,000,

The 
damage to farm houses was not very 
severe, but damage to barns is report- 
ed 100 percent. A heavy loss of stock 
is also reported. 

‘Sufficient claims had been filed to 
indicate that the damage around the 
city would exceed $750,000, with only 
a small section heard from. The 
storm completely isolated the city. 
All telegraph and telephone poles 
are down, and the hydro power line 
is, badly damaged. It is as yet im- 
possible to gauge the complete dam- 
age with any accuracy, and it {is pro- 
bable the total figures will greatly 
exceed two million dollars. The 
miraculous manner in which the 
citizens escaped death and injury is 
inexplicable. Hairbreadth escapes 
were innumerable. 


SASKATCHEWAN HIT 


Regina, June 24.—News_ regard: 
ing the sweep of the tornado which 
apparently was first manifest at 
Bredenbury, Sask., Friday night, is 
still meagre, due to the complete 
disruption of telegraph and telephone 
service. No reports of loss of life 
in the province have been received. 

The Round Lake Indian boarding 
school in the Qu’Appelle valley, north 
of Broadview, was badly wrecked by 
a terrific windstorm. 

The roof was torn off and windows 
on three sides were blown in,* and 
the interior badly damaged by wind 
and water. The stable, located near 
the school, was also damaged . 

Sixty children were in the build- 
ing when the storm broke, and all es- 
caped injury. They have been sent 
to their homes on the Indian reserv- 
es. The government school was 
built last year by the Presbyterlan 
church and the federal government, 
operating through the Indian depart- 
ment, which pays a per capita grant 
for each student. 

HAIL DISASTROUS 


’ Hail as large as hens’ eggs fell ‘18, 
miles north of Wolseley during ‘the 
storm last evening, according to re- 
porte. The. hafl continued to fall 
for half an hour. Many windows 
were broken and much damage was 
done to crops. The storm seemed 
to follow the Qu’Appelle river.  Al- 
though it rained heavily and .there 
was some hail around Broadview, 
the worst of the storm followed the 
river. 

RAIN IS BENEFICIAL

“QUESTION 


Red Deer, “Alta, ‘June 24, 1922. 
Dear Sir,— 

When you or.I buy. a house, we in- 

sure it against fire, in fact when 


most of us have charge of property. 


of value we take steps to make’ the 
chances of loss as small as possible: 


Should someone’s house burn down, 


what is the first question asked? It 
is “Was it. insured?” If-we hear 
“No” for an answer, what thought 
comes to our minds? Most likely it 
would be “How foolish of him.’? 

Would; it not, then, be a good 
thing to insure ourselves against the 
loss caused by illness due to high 
cost of hospital service? It seems to 
me that it would. 

And, Mr. Editor, . we 
means at hand. It just remains for 
us to put them .into effect. :- . How? 
Under the provisions of the Munici- 
pal Hospitals Act, a certain area must 
be arranged for, calculations must. be 
made, in order that: the ~ proposed 
scheme may be as efficient as pos- 
sible and that taxation may be 
low as possible. 


This done-the next step is to edu- 


cate and interest. those who are not 
by this time acquainted with what is 
going on. To carry into effect what 
is one of the most .dembcratic _(in 
every sense of the word) laws ~we 
have, it is absolutely necessary ’ that’ 
every: citizen be thorolehty acquaint- 
ed..with the whole xchem 

It is evidently up'‘to t cag who de- 
sire to. have a municipal hospital to 
convince the rest, so that they, too, 
will want one, and, Mr. Editor, now 
is the time to start. Let us not be in 
a hurry: for’an election, but let us 
lose no time in preparing for one.

Hs ARGUMENTS. 


NOT ANSWERED y 
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To the Editor of The News. 


Dear Sir: Though I heve clearly 
and emphatically stated no less than 
three times that the Pauline  prin- 
ciple of expediency is the main argu- 
mert for total abstinence, my critics 
still misrepresent or ignore my 
statements. One might imagine 
from their assertions that I advo- 
cated intemperance. Probably I have 
done ten times more for the temper- 


ance cause than all my critics ever 


did or shall do. My contention is 
that on the wine question the lingu- 
istic argument is not.a safe founda- 
tion for total abstinence. For the 
sake of clearness and. simplicity, I will 
use an illustration: Supposé you are 
teaching the temperance lesson to a 
Bible Class of university students, 
and they ask you to explain the 
reason the same word is employed to 
recommend the wine and to forbid 
its excessive use. If you say that it 
is grape juice that is recommended 
and wine that is forbidden, the Greek 
scholars will simply laugh at your 
explanation. ‘On the other hand, if 
you state that the law of expediency 
and the evils of intemperance demand 
total abstinence, the students ‘will see 
that they have a firm foundation on 
which to stand. I hope my intelligent

As Mr. Muir has not advanced any- 
thing new, nor a single argument, of 
the slightest value, it fs not necessary 
to waste many words on him. The 
Glasgow slums and licensing courts 
have no bearing on this controversy; 
for the ‘main question at issue is: 
Does the Bible recommend any liquor 
except grape juice? Though I never 
saw Glasgow, I understand it is one 
of the most intemperate cities in the 
world. I challenge the correspondent 
to prove that I am behind the times 
on the temperance question. If I had 
been in Glasgow, and voted for prohi- 
bition as I did in ‘Alberta, the liquor 
traffic would have been legally ban- 
ished from that city, that is, assuming 
the majority of the citizens voted the 
same way. It is those who claim 
that nothing but grape juice is recom: 
mended in the Bible who are behind 
the times. Surely those who opposed 
chloroform must have been extreme 
temperance fanatics; for the effects 
of anesthetics is virtually the same as 
an overdose of alcohol. So far as 
slavery was concerned, it was abolish- 
ed by the golden rule, ‘and not by any 
special linguistic interpretation of the 
Bible. ; 

So far as seeing life is concerned, 
I have been in two of the largest 
cities in the world, of which New 
York is one. It has a population five 
times as lavge as Glasgow, and, ac- 
cording to the latest statistics, con- 
siderably more than the whole of 
Scotland. I have seen vilé forms of 
intemperance, and most degraded 
drunkards, but.that does not justify 
me in twisting the Word of God, or 
in falsely stating that the Bible never 
recommends any liquor but grape 
juice. If we do evil that good may 
come, then, as Paul says, our damna- 
tion is just. 

In reference to what I said about 
teetotalism and a cruel heart I must, 
in justice to myself, quote the words 
T used in a former letter: “It does 
appear as if there must be a close 
connection between a wild and violent 
teetotalism and a cold and cruel 
heart. The Mahommedans are the 
greatest total abstainers in the world, 
and they are also cruel, barbarous 
and tyrannical.” - 

It is absolutely denied that some 
churches are afraid to make total 
abstinence a term of communion. If 
so, it must be some emall sect that 
started yesterday, and that may be 
extinct tomorrow. I most emphati- 
cally deny that any of the great 
churches ever made total abstinence 
a condition of membership. The 
terms of communion are laid down 
by the supreme governing officials of 
those churches. When did the Con- 
vocations of the tAnglican Church or 
the General Assemblies of the Presby- 
terian body make {t a rule in Canada, 
England or Scotland, that all commu- 
nicants must be total abstainers? 
Such a law never was passed by any 
of the leading churches. A term of 
communion is a sin that renders one 
Hable to discipline and to suspension 
from the church. Any member of 
the leading churches in Canada or 
Great Britain may have wine on his 
table every day in the year and he 
cannot be densured by thd office- 
bearers. The definition of a sin, or 
offence, is quite clear for: “It is any- 
thing in the doctrine, principles or 
practices of a member that 1s con- 
trary to the Word of God.” The 
churches claim that such matters as 
using tobacco, wearing jewellery, 
drinking liquor in moderation, danc- 
ing and debt, must be left to the 
individual conscience, as_ ecclesias- 
tical bodies have no scriptural auth- 
ority to legislate on them. It fs not 
because the churches are afraid of 
the liquor men with their wealth and 
influence that they refuse to make 
total abstinence a condition of mem- 
bership, but because they are guided 
by the Word of God. The great his- 
toric churches have had thousands 
of martyrs who sacrificed their lives 
for the truth, and are not the type 
of men who bow down to worldly in- 
fluence or wealth. The liquor traffic 
is virtually crushed {n Canada and the 
United States, but the churches have 
not made total abstinence a term of 
communion, and never shall. There 
are thousands of teetotalers in these 
churches and millions who are not. 
and, as it is a matter of expediency, 


it cannot be enforce e . 
8 ed by cclesiastical randsft is a good plan to kill all weak- 


law. 
Let no one be under the delusion 


that I intend to divulge my name—to 


gratify anyone’s curlosity—for the 
paltry sum of $5.00. Not that I have 
the slightest reason to be ashamed 


of anything I have written; but no: 


person has any legal or moral right, 
to demand my name, unless I have 
committed some _ serious. offence 
against the civil law. No intelligent 
person would ever make such a re- 
quest. 

I represent no interests but tHe 
truth, and I have proved that my. 
position on the wine question is ex- 
actly the same as that of the greatest 
churches in’ Christendom. If Mr. 
Muir is a Presbyterian, then I_a 
prepared to prove before any “court 
that the views I expressed are identi- 
cally the same as those held by, his 
church; that is, the Presbyterians: 
never insist that their membeys: ‘dliall 
be total abstainers, and the reason 
they do not is simply because’ they 
believe the Bible does not absolutely 
prohibit the moderate use of liquor.

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anyone may be 4n abstainer, but that 
law does not bind all men ‘in every 
circumstance. 

So far.as I know, the only-one that 
legally owns and controls the liquor 
traffic in ‘Alberta is the provincial 
legislature,.so all who support the 
government‘ are 
not intentionally—in the liquor busi- 
ness. That statement may land the 
traffic at the door of the greatest 
prohibitionists in the province. 

The offer of $100.00 was for evi- 
dencs to prove that lHquor was used 
as a beverage, and not for medicinal 
purposes. That point was stated 
quite clearly. If I mistake not, two 
correspondents stated they used it 
as medicine, so it could be proved: by 
their’ own admissions. It might be 
equally safe to offer $1,000.00 reward, 
and ask for the evidence of only one 
witness to prove~-that liquor was. used 


as a beverage by any ofthe corres-' 


pondents. Thousands of total ab 
stainers have used liquor as'a medi- 
cine, and only a narrow-minded soul 
would ever refer to such a trifling and 
petty thing. 

Why will illiterate people persist 
in writing to.the press, and in mak- 
ing such a public exhibition of their 
fgnorance? If Myr. Muir's epistle 
were anonymous, its lack of logic and 
of good English might lead us to con- 
clude it was written by a seventh 
grade schoolgirl, for it is intensely 
feminine in its etyle.: Think ‘of all 
the gentlemen and scholars who read 
my letters and never attempted to 
answer them.

POULTRY DISEASES + 
CAN BE PREVENTED 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


During the past few years the in- 
creasing demand for eggs of a stan- 
dard quality, and the high prices 
prevailing for this commodity, have 
led to an effort amongst Poultry In- 
structors and Pioneers in poultry 
raising ‘to stimulate this industry by 
advocating the use of backyards in 
cities and waste ground in rural 
districts for maintaining a small 
flock of fowls. It has been shown 
that a decided profit can be made 
where ordinary precautions are tak- 
en in regard to feeding, cleanltness 
and selection of breeding stock. 

With proper care, most common 
diseases can be prevented, and of all 
the measures directed towards this 
end, sanitation plays the most impor- 
tant part. 

This is especially true on small 
holdings where the runs are limited 
and must of necessity be used year 
after year. Where it fs not possible 
to rotate the runs, the entire surface 
after being covered with a good coat- 
ing of air-slaked lime should be 
ploughed or spaded, This pre- 
caution serves to keep parasites such 
as tapeworms, roundworms, gape- 
worms, etc., in check by destroying 
the eggs which are nearly always 
present in the soil. Droppings from 
fowls should never be spread on land 
to which chicks have access, and|' 
during the fly-breeding season, all 
manwre should be kept in covered 
boxes, or treated with some good 
disinfectant before being put upon 
the-fand. This applies more particu- 
larly to small holdings and to plants 
‘devoted exclusively to raising poultry. 
l chicks which die should be burned, 


and dispose of them in a sim- 
lanner. Close observation is 
} ae to pick out ailing chicks or 
fowls, and these should be isolated 
trom:'the remainder, until the exact 
nature of the disorder is determined. 
Particular attention should be paid 
‘feed and drinking water, and 
where ¥ young chicks are concerned, a 
daily:jsdalding of the drinking foun- 
tains . and feeding dishes will well re- 
pay’ eich effort. Tuberculosis is a

quently observed in pullets than in 
‘older birds. ‘Tuberculosis is usual- 
ly introduced by buying pullets or

It is a great.deal the same as if 
you were to stand on the edge of a 
large and very. still pond and tors a 
small pebble ‘out into the. middle.

You 
could also see that at the edges of 
the pond there were no waves per- 
‘ceptible. But you could not pick 
out any particular spot and say “On 
this side there are waves visible 
and on the other aide they are not 
visible.” ; 

There is much the same altuation in 
receiving wireless. messages, 
this important difference—the  dis- 
tance at which messages are audible 
depends to a great extent on the 
-sensitiveness of the receiving instru- 
ment. Because of this fact, a con- 
cert entirely inaudible on one receiv- 
ing set might be very clearly heard 
by another. . 

For example, the concerts sent out 
from Newark, 'N.J., are quite‘plainly 
heard by some radio amateurs in 
Toronto and not heard ‘at all by 
others. 

While part of the difference is due 
to the different “hook-ups” used, the 
degree of:. amplifications: employed 
and the sensitiveness of the phones. 
& great deal of it is in the batteries 
employed to send current to the set. 

Because of the great importance of 
the battery inthis field, there, have 
been special types of batteries built, 
which are as_different from the_or- 
dinary automobile ‘storage battery as 
the automobile battery is different 
from one used to supply current for 
the lighting of Pullman cars.’ One of 
these special Radio batteries, known 
as the AllRubber Battery, is the 
product of the Willard Storage Bat- 
tery ‘Company of Canada, Limited. 
This battery is entirely contained in

* On. Wednesday evening last, in the 
Municipal Hall, North Red Deer, Mr. 
J. B. Williams, travelling representa- 
tive of the International Bible: Stu- 
dents’ Association, lectured before 
an interested and. inquiring audi- 
ence, on the above important  sub- 
ject. 

The gathering clearly -indicated 
people today are not by any means 
so biased on religious matters as 
formerly, . but willing to hear other 
opinions on matters _ spiritual,’ and 
Biblical expositions in ‘particular. 

Prefacing the lecture proper with 
a few remarks as to the aims and ob- 
jects of the Association, -the lecturer 
emphatically declared, one could not 
be considered well read or well in- 
formed {if not conversant with | the 
literature of the’ International’ Bible 
Students? - Association, which, he 
claimed, was: peculiarly |. distinctive, 
in that it threw more light on the 
prophecies and dark sayings of the 
Bible than any other publication ex- 
The two highly symbolic 
books of Ezekiel and Revelation had 
been specially studied and _ treated, 
with result the message they had for 
Christian people today was found to 
be of startling significance. In ad- 
dition the whole. Scriptures ‘had heen 
harmonized from Genesis to Revel- 
ation ina manner. at once unique and 
positively convincing, to any open 
mind, that the interpretation given 
was of the highest and most logical 
standard. 

Speaking of the herculean efforts 
now being put forth in the interest 
of peace by many noble men, he 
pointed out the utter futility of ever 
hoping to attain the happy results, so 
earnestly desired, by the means ad- 
opted,. proving conclusively by the 
infallible Word, the ‘‘desire,of all na- 
tions” could not be accomplished by 
any conference of stateamean, ecclesi- 
astics or laymen. 

The idea of man being able to 
successfully govern his fellow being, 
after- proving he could® not: govern 
himself even in « state of perfection, 
was reptgnant to the Scriptures and 
contrary to Divine intention. Gene- 
sis 1:28 clearly proved that at the 
creation, man’s mission was*to sub- 
due the earth—not one another—and 
“have dominion’—reign as a king. in 
his own rights—over everything but 
man. There did not appear to be any

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CULTURE IN COINS 


Man first had an opportunity to 
calls “heads or tails’ more than 

2,200 years ago, when the practice of 
stamping a head on coins was. in- 
stituted by the Greeks,’ with the lke- 
ness of Alexander the Great. 

Some of these ancient Greek coins 
are valuable as art objects alone, 
the embossing being of rare’ work- 
manship and surpassing anything to 
be seen on the coinage of to-day. It 
is naturally an example of the great 
height which Greek culture reached 
in that day. 

The course of civilization, in fact, 
can easily be traced in these coins. 
Tne Roman coinage, some of which 
bears the head of Nero, is not equal 
in beauty to that of the Greeks, but 
nevertheless shows a high quality of 
art.’ 

But the money of the succeeding 
dark ages is crude in the extreme, 
and even the English 10-cent piece 
of 1,000 A.D. is childishly primitive 
in comparison.

Dagger Found Among Indians’ Bones 
Marks Site of Unrecorded Massacre. 


‘Penetanguishene, June 16.—Roman- 
tic stories of the early-days in ,Cana- 
dian: history, when Champlain ‘ ¢con- 
ducted his . great campaign against 
the Six. Nations of the Iroquois, away 
back in..1615, are recalled by the re- 
cent .discovéry in old Huronia of two 
ancient, relics of great value from an 
archaeological and historical view- 
point. One, a hand-wrought kettle 
of solid copper, is claimed to be the 
only one of its kind in America; the 
other, an ancient French dagger, 
marks the spot of a massacre which 
never has. been recorded in history. 
It ‘was found amid a pile: of bones 
and other remains of human debris 
when the-main street of Penetangui- 
shene was excavated to replace ‘a 


drain, and the mutilated condition of 


‘the bones shows that a party of 
French soldiers had been cut off ‘by 
‘a warring band of: ‘Iroquois and liter- 
ally hacked to pieces before they suc- 
‘cumbed to the attacks of their sav- 
‘age enemies. 

The copper kettle found its way 
into the hands of Father ‘Murray, of 
the Memorial, Church, through Mose 
;Waman, a patriarch among the tribe 
‘of Ojibway Indians of Drummond 
Island, who gave it to the priest as 
a token of his appreciation of Father 
Murray's ministrations: during a re- 
cent illness. Father Murray, who is 
a keen historian and Indian archae- 
ologist, states that not even in the 
famous collection in tha Chateau de 
Ramezay in Montreal is.such a ket- 
tle to be found, and that all efforts 
of United States collectors to discover 
one, have failed. .It is about 10 
inches high, with. cover and handle, 
and is in perfect preservation, des- 
pite the fact that Mose and _ his
